In addition, Mr. DeLOACH said that the Memphis Office 
should have a teletype in no later than 6 a.m. tomorrow advising 
results of our -investigation. In the event additional personnel 
are needed I should make my request specifically to him, regardless 
of whether it Is Agent or clerical personnel.
